WASHINGTON. January 19.—After 


a short personal explanation by Mr. 
Pricp, the funding bill came up as uo- 
tinished business. 


Gillette rose to a point of order and

Beltonstall and his humane 
brethren represent that "history has 
transmitted to its many <ad records 
of the sufferings of our earlier chief 
magistrates from insufficient pecuni- 
ary means during their declining 
years;" that "publio opinion fully 
recotnizes that it is beneath the 
dignity of a great nation, after calling 
upon the best men for their serviced 
duiing the prime of their lives, to 
neglect mar ing any provision for 
them after their retirement from the 
chief office of the nation," and the 
petitioners therefore "urge that im- 
mediate action betaken by Congress 
for a suitable provision for oar retir- 
ing presidents."

knows but little, had a son, and she 
poured out her prayers and her tears 
for his conversion. But he grew np 
wreckless and dissipated and profane. 
He engaged in the slave trade on the 
coast of Africa, and was perhaps as hope- 
lessly abandoned as any pirate who ever. 
trod the deck of a slave trader. 


But at last, when all hope had nearly 


expired, his mother's ceaseless prayers 
were heard. He was converted, and fi- 
nally became one of the most eminent 
ministers in London. That man was the 
celebrated John Newton. John Newton, 
in turn, was the instrument of opening 
the eyes of that moralist »nd skeptic, 
Thomas Scott, afterwards the distin- 


lished author of the commentary on 
IB bible. 
Thomas Scott had in his parish a 


young man of the inapt delicate sensi- 
bilities, and whose soul was "touched by 
the finest issues," bnt he wtt dispeptic, 
and sorrowful, and despairing. At times 
he believed there was no hope for him. 
After long and repeated efforts Dr. Scott 
persuaded him to change the course of 
his life. That young roan was William 
Cowper, the household Christian poet, 
WHOM sweet delightful hymns have al- 
lured, hundreda of poor wanderers, end 
the most polluted, to the 


"Fotnam filled with blood, 


Drawn from Immanuel'i veins." 


Among others whom he influenced to 


turn from the "broad road" was Wm. 
Wirberforce, a distinguished member 
of the British parliament, the great phi- 
lanthropist who gave the death blow to 
the slave trade in Great Britain. 


WilberfoTce bought Leigh Richmond 


to see the "better way," who wrote the 
"Dairyman's Daughter," which has been 
read with devoutest gratitude through 
blinding tears in many languages all 
over the earth. All this indescribable 
amount of good, which will be redoubled 
and reduplicated through all timum b* 
traced back to the Christian ndeHtjr of 
John Newton's mother, that hnmblt, 
unheralded woman whose history is ml- 
exwt unknown.

though not divorced, has no intent to 
live with her again. 


Long ago a grass widow was an un- 


married woman, who has bad a child, and 
sometimes that word is go applied here. 


In Europe it means simply a wife who 


is temporarily separated from her hus- 
band for any reason whatever, but with- 
out any disharmony or idea of reproach. 


In England a woman whose husband 


is in India or Australia is spoken of, 
without disrespect, as a grass widow; BO 
w a Frcncli wife whose natural protector 
is in Algeria or the Isle de Bourbon, al- 
though in Great Britian the expression 
is also understood in the American sense. 


Grass widow is really a corruption of 


grace widow (tiie French say veuire par 
grace) a widow by grace of favor, and 
was specially used in reference to the 
wives of the Crusaders, who were left at 
home while their absurdly enthusiastic 
lieges fought against infidels in Palestine 
snd often staid away so long that their 
spouses sought consolation and found it 
only too readily. 


During the gold fever in California, 


many men went to the Pacific coast at a

In the course of years the ideal will

The possession of wealth supplies al! 


the requisites of health—comfortable and 
easy dress, the best food, well cooked and 
served, leisure and opportunity for the 
practi;p of graceful and manly exercises, 
freedom from overwork a'ld sordid anxi- 
eties, the most trustworthy medical at- 
tention and advice. Thus the 
very 


physique of the family become b distin- 
guished; its women sire beautiful, its 
men are strong and active. 


These traits are maintained and inten- 


sified by intermarriage. The mingled 
blood of noble races adds to each the 
attractions of the other. Of course there 
are exceptions, but we are shaking of .1 
general and natural tendency. 


For similar reasons improvements cvtfi 


more marked are observable in the men- 
tal development of the favored familj. 
From the first its children hear their na- 
tive tongue spoken in its purity. From 
the influence of association they acquire 
the habit of expressing themsehcs wi'.i 
simplicity, directness and accurai) 


The greatest scholars who havovnug 


gled np from obscure and humble *u, 
rounding* will betray their origin by ai 
occasional involuntary return to the <ii;i 
lectic vulgarisms in which thcj fir.-t 
learned to think, and when they are at 
pains to speak or write with propriety 
they still lack the art to conceal the art 
The youth of good family need not to be 
taught grammar, for he has learned to 
apeak grammatically by the force of un- 
conscious education. He has mnny oth- 
er educational advantages of the same 
sort. He associates with cultivated peo- 
ple, accomplished women, and men of 
affairs, and he learns a vast deal through 
the easy medium of conversation. His 
home is supplied with musical instru- 
ments, pictures, statuary and books. He 
is, trained by careful tutors, he is sent to 
the best schools, he graduates from tha 
•rust renowned seats of learning. 


It often happens, it is true, that ho is 


enervated by the absence of stimuli!* ti> 
endeavor and spar to ambition; but lie 
is still educated and polished to a O-T- 
tain degree despite himself. We may 
say tbat he absorbs without personal ef- 
fort much useful knowledge, and is fitted 
unconsciously to wear with 
graceful

They are 
pleasure seekers and money spenders. 


At the best, as a rule, the grandson of 


the rich American comes into but a 
small fraction of his grandfather's prop- 
erty, and is after all a poor man devoid 
of all the advantages which wealth con- 
fers. The numerator decreases, the de- 
nominator increases; the riches of the 
family are gone, and its aristocratic pre- 
tensions follow shortly after. 


Under our system, therefore, we can- 


not count upon wealth as the basis of 
aristocracy. We must substitute those 
means of culture which are available 
without riches. We must raise over our 
wild flowers a conservatory of another 
sort 


First of all, we must cheapen and ele- 


vate and diffuse 
education. 
Public 


schools, libraries, picture galleries, lyco- 
ums, city parks and gardens, and above 
all, the circulation of good books at low 
rates, must do the work. 


These are the true sources of culture 


and refinement, and they must be 
brought within the reach of all until 
men learn to value themselves not be- 
catjse they are Cavendishes, Stanleys or 
Howards, but simply because they are 
men having in them all those grand pos- 
sibilities which have been developed in 
the history of those noble families.

Victor Hugo's Kew Prefiue. 


Victor Hugo has written thejoliowing 


general prefaco to the final edition of 
his collected works: 


"Everyman who writes a book, that 


book is the man himself. Whether he 
knows it or not, whether he wishes, it or 


not, that is. In every work, whatever it 
might be, whether paltry or illustrious., 
a figure discovers itself— that of the writ- 
er. That is his punishment if ho is lit- 
tle; it is his reward if he is gn-at. Wo 
read the siege of Troy; \u> sec Acliilkv, 
Hector, Ulysses, Ajax, Agamemnon; we 
foel in the whole work a majesty which 
is that of the writer. 


In each line we find this: Zoilm- 


While the Iliad is open before you. ynu 
will hear the voice of the ages say: Ho- 
mer. 
Thus it is that jfXehylus/ArisUi 


jihanes, Herodotus, Pind-ir, Tlieucritti<- 
Pluutus, Virgil, Horace, Juvenal, IVi 
tus, Dante, appear to us. 


The same, too, is the case with the lit- 


tle; but why name them? The book ix 
ists because the author has nndc it. it 
is a history, philosophy, epopee; it be- 
longs to the high regions of art; it re- 
mains in the low regions; it ig what it 
is; it ig without his interference, without 
his knowing, that there rises fatally at 
his aide that shadow which it casts—the 
figure of the author. 


It is at the end of a long life, allot 


labor and storm, given 
wholly 
to 


thought and wholly to action, th.it these 
truths reveal themselves. Responsibili- 
ty—that inseparable companion of liber- 
ty—shows itself. The man who traces 
hues understands it 
He is calm. Im- 


perceptible as he may be before the in- 
finite, he does not feel confused. 


To all the questions which may issue 


from that which is unknown, he hnsouly 
one reply: 'I am a conscience.' This re 
ply every man can make or iniglit have' 
made. If it is made with all the cand.n 
of a sincere soul that is sufficient. 
A* 


for him, weak, ignorant, limited, but 
having wished for and wiuglit the good, 
he will guy without fear to the immense 
shadow, he will say to the unknown, he 
will gay to the mystery: I am a con- 
science; and he seems to feel the unity 
of universal life in that complete trail- 
quility of that which is simplest before 
that which is most profound. 


There is a supreme gift, which is often 


made alone and of itself, which requires 
no other, which sometimes remains hid- 
den, 
and which has the moie force the 


more it is confirmed. That gift is es- 
teem. 


As to the value of the work here given 


in its entirety to the public the future 
sitall decide. But that which is certain, 
that at present satisfies the author, is 
that in the times in which we are living, 
in the tumult of opinions, in tho vio- 
lence of prejudice, whatever may be the 
passions, anger and hatred, no reader, 
whoever he may be, if he be bimwlf 
worthy oferteem, will lay down the 
book without esteeming the'author.
